This should determine to a 
great extent, he pointed out, the 
future of automobile parts, as the 
automobiles in the test will be put 
to a most exacting endurance test 

A special body of engineers 
from the laboratory have been 
appointed te work on the test 
exclusively both inside and out- 
side. Inside the laboratory are 
four knock testing machines, 
which have been so constructed 
that the exact knock producing 
effect is indicated momentarily. 
The engineers will try the blends 
in the automobiles and later make 
a like test from the same sample 
in the machines. 


Mr. Bartholomew said the test 
may continue indefinitely until the 
proper reaction is found. The au- 
tomobiles at the proving grounds 


are being run eight hours a day at 
the rate of fifty miles per hour, on 
specially tested inctines and on level 
Stretches Thomas Midgley, dis- 
coverer of Ethyl motor fuel, is in 
charge of the testing staff of en- 
gineers.

By these tests the army engineers 
hope to reach a greater lifting 
power and a fuel which will mini- 
mize the knocks of their higher 
compression engines. In time of

new car registrations for seven 
months of this year were 35.9 per 
cent. in exeess of those for the 
similar period of 1928. There were 
79,344 listings for this year, as 
compared with 58,359 the preced- 
ing year. 

Ford accounted for 
20,985 car increase for 1929, leading 
the list with a total of 20,304, as 
compared with 3,254 in 1928. 

Chevrolet, in second place, had a 
total of 10,079 which was some 3,000 
cars less than scored by the line the 
preceding year. 

Although Pontiac finished third 
as an individual car with a total of 
5,201 which compared with 3,701 in 
1928, the Hudson-Essex group fin- 
ished slightly ahead of the Oakland- 
Pontiac team. Essex had a total of 
4,695, as against 3,602 last year, and 
Hudson-Essex had 2,130 this year 
and 1,485 last. The combined total 
of Hudson-Essex was 6,825. while 
Oakland-Pontiac had 6416. Oak- 
land individually registered 1,215 
this year and 1,038 in 1928 

Nash finished ahead of Essex in- 
dividually taking fourth place in 
that sort of computation with 4,783, 
which compared with 3,499 last year 

Buick had a total of 
sixth place, and then came Chrys- 
ler-Plymouth with 3,261, 
with 2,657 in 1928. Studebaker had 
2,709 individually and 
with the Erskine. 

Oldsmobiie advanced over Dodge 
Brothers with a total 
compared with 1,550 in 1928, a gain 
of 63.4 per cent. Dodge Brothers 
Fy Olds for the first six months, 

total for the seven months 
period having been 2,515. Last year 
or the same time Dodge had 1,821. 

Although there was a decline in 
deliveries during July pending the 
introduction of new models, 
Graham-Paige maintained its lead 
for the year having had 2,379 for 
the seven months.

EFORE long American manufacturers will be asked to 
submit data regarding their activities to the Census 
Zureau in Washington. The information so derived is 
tabulated and the result is a sound basis on which to draw 
conclusions regarding the strength and weaknesses of our 











national industrial activities. 
One of the difficulties that the authorities have always 
encountered in gathering information of this kind is the lack 







of understanding on the part of manufacturers as to the 
purpose and usefulness of this gathering of data. Man) 
manufacturers, failing to understand the purpose, do not 
answer the questions asked. The result is that the final 
tabulation does not represent the complete information 
desired. 
In the hope of obtaining more complete co-operation 
from manufacturers, the census authorities are this year 
appointing a publicity committee to inform industrial 
operators as to the exact purpose and value of the census. 
We urge 2!l readers of The Automotive Daily News 
to ee-operate promptly and freely with the census authori- 
ties. The result of such co-operation will be a compre- 
hensive tabulation of our manufacturing activity, which 
will be of service to all industry. 


Selling Education | 


A’ THE international advertising convention in Berlin, | 

Bennett Chapple, an American delegate, earnestly 
advocated the idea of selling the peace idea by advertising. 
There was a touch of irony in this suggestion made in Berlin, | 
where perhaps an advertisement reading, “You can’t win by | 
making war even if you do win,” thrust under the nose of the} 
precipitate Mr. Hohenzollern fifteen years ago, might have 
made him a bit thoughtful in advance of his costly 
experiment. 

However, Mr. Chapple was absolutely right. Advertis- 
ing in the final analysis is education. And edueation is the 
only fundamental and permanent solution of human prob- 
lems. Laws enacted without the foundation of human 
acquiescence, arrived at through education and understand- | 
ing, are unenforceable and vicious, as who should know | 
better than we. 

In our stuggle to gain relative safety in modern traffic, | 
laws, regulations and what else have you, are flimsy weapons | 
compared with education. Today we are reaching out into 
the schools to teach children the reasons why it is to thei 
advantage to be careful in traffic. We are educating older | 
people to walk and drive with care. Eventually we shall get 
results and create the state of mind that makes care in 
traffic as automatic as breathing. Of course we might pass 
laws, indeed we have, forbidding children to play in the 
streets or adults to walk through lines of moving vehicles, | 
but until children and adults have been taught and appreciate | 
the dangers of such acts. the laws are broken reeds. 

Advertising is destined to be a great force in human 
life, even greater than it is today. It is not too much to 
hope that advertising may some day make real progress 
in teaching human beings the futility of making war or 
drinking various potables that agree ill with them or 
committing suicide in congested traflic.

o define the term “merchan- 
ively easy to recognize a mer- 


chandising idea—such a one, for example, as is being used by 


Kilmer & Sons, Spokane. 
This company ships broken lots 
of merchandise in wooden boxes 
which, when put together in the 
right arrangement, make storage 
bins for the firm’s customers. 
Everybody who comes in contact 
with automotive retailing in the 
raw knows in what a mess the av- 
erage roadside garage parts depart- 
ment is. A demand for cotter pins, 
small nuts and bolts and the like 
usually results in a frantic search 
through a miscellaneous collection 
of cigar boxes, tin cans, fruit jars, 
broken oil measures and_ such 
Other stock is often heaped up in a 
corner, or in corners; rolled brake 
lining dangles from a peg in the 
wall; gaskets and other parts hang 
like dried onions from the roof 
Sometimes boards are propped up 
on a couple of boxes and stock parts 
are heaped on top until the board 
sags in the middle. Work benches

when assembled as shown here, 

bins for the storage of stock. 
are littered and once in a while a 
regular stock bin is discovered. 

J. G. Kilmer had an idea he could 
improve the average condition con- 
siderably, and at the same time do 
a little merchandising for his firm 
He figured that if he could devise 
a series of boxes which would ac- 
commodate broken lots of stock in 
shipment and, when they were 
emptied, be nested together to form 
a neat bin he would be giving a 
real service to his customers and 
developing a merchandising idea for 
Kilmer & Sons at the same time. 

With this idea in mind, he be- 
gan to experiment with various 


sizes of boxes in order to develop 
the most economical sizes for his 
wants. He bought some odds and 
ends of pine lumber and spent 
considerable of his spare time ex- 
perimenting in his basement at 
home. His research lasted several 
months, and finally he decided on 
five sizes, one of which would 
handle one average sized order, 
another the next larger average 
order, and so on. 

With the possible sizes boiled 
down to five standard models, his 
next job was to develop ways for 
five of these boxes to be most con- 
veniently grouped; then ten boxes; 
fifteen boxes, and so on. 

When he got all through with his 
experimentation he had in his five 
various sizes boxes which could be 
fitted together to make drawers, 
boxes which, with a few pieces 
nailed on here and there, could be- 
come cabinets and others which 
could be subdivided to form multi- 
ple cabinets for small parts. 

His next problem was to reduce 
the cost of these units to a point 
where he could afford to give them | 
away. Obviously they could not be 
made of steel because of the cost 
involved. 

He went to a boxmaker and dis- 
cussed the problem, with the result 
that the manufacturer contracted to | 


boxes at a cost which 
amounted to approximately one- 
half of 1 per cent. of the average 
shipment sent to the dealer in that 
size box. This figure was arrived 
at later of course when the firm 
same to check up on the cost of 
the system. This cost is so small 
that it amounts to practically noth- 
ing when considered in the light 
of advertising value to the house 

The boxes are.made of pine and 
are about seven-sixteenths thick 
top, sides and bottom and about 
three-quarter inches on the ends. 
When merchandise is packed and 
they are prepared for shipment, 
screws are used to hold the top 
firmly and to allow it to be readily 
removed without damaging the 
wood. These tops can be hung on 
hinges if the dealer desires to do so, 


make the 


SHIPS GOODS to his trade in a series of boxes which, 
form 


a strong, presentable nest of 


thus making a cabinet with a door. 

The accompanying pictures show 
how these boxes can be nested and 
how, with a little adaptation, they 
can be arranged in a manner suit- 
able to accommodate just about any 
average unit of merchandise on the 
market. 

Kilmer & Sons have made no 
attempt to sell these boxes to the 
trade. Each customer is shown 
the boxes and is told how they 
can be used to keep stock, save 
time and therefore make money. 
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THIS SHOWS a complete section built up of a number of the various 


sizes of packing boxes available. 


The screws which are used to hold 


down the covers may be used by the dealer to fasten the boxes together 


in this manner. 


Goods shipped by the house are 
inclosed in these boxes, and the 
ultimate disposal is left up to the 
customer. Baseboards and tops are 
supplied if requested. 


Apparently Kilmer’s customers 


have taken to the idea for Mr. Kil- 
mer says the system had not been 
in use a month before there was a 
noticable increase in sales and a 
number of new faces appeared at 
the counters 
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( NE of the really important 

problems staring the whole- 
saler in the face is that of loca- 
tion. A good location may be the 
firm's best asset while a bad loca- 
tion may close its doors. 

Location is just as important to 
the established house as it is to the 
newcomer. Trading centers change 
in nearly every community and 
wholesalers can't afford to sit tight 
and let their customers move away 
from the district in which they are 
located 

Experienced wholesalers will en- 
deavor to constantly keep before 
their customers the favorable as- 
pect of the firm's location and de- 
vise ways and means of overcoming 
the unfavorable aspects. 

It helps to have a suitable build- 
ing. Not just a_ building large 
enough, but one equipped to effi- 
ciently deliver the services required 
of the business. Sometimes it is ad- 
visable to build, but more often it is 
impossible to build in the desired 
location, and the matter boils down 
to a question of remodeling or using 
the building and making the 
best of it 

Before reaching a decision to re- 
model, the jobber should carefully 
estimate the cost of such a step and 
consider the economies involved. He

If remodeling is considered inad- 
visable, it remains for the executives 
to make a thorough study of the 
plant and its equipment, with the 
thought in mind of rearranging ex- 
isting facilities to give greater serv- 
ice. A proper arrangement of stock 
alone, with reference to elevators 
and conveyors, will often cut over- 
head a surprising sum. 

The comfort of employees and 
customers should be given a good 
deal of attention—a great deal more 
than it has received in the past

Trenton, N. J., Aug. 29.—Every 
automobile gas station in New Jer- 
sey must now be equipped with an 
indicator which plainly shows to the

A good many wholesalers just dive 
in and begin to change things with- 
out first sitting back and consider- 
ing the need for the change and 
the best ways to go about doing it.

| Marvin Says U. S. 


Aviation Equal to 
That of Europe 


| New York, Aug. 29.—Walter S. 
Marvin, president of Curtiss Air- 
ports Corporation, a subsidiary of 
Curtiss-Wright Corporation, re- 
turning on the Olympic from a 
tour of inspection of the principal 
airports of Europe, said: ‘“Con- 
trary to the general belief in this 
country, I did not find a higher 
development of aviation in Eu- 
rope than prevails in the United 
States.
